In that connection, Dayan made 
the point that the main negotia- 
tions on disengazement will ultima- 
bely have to take place between Israel 
and BDgypt, not Israel and the U.S. 
“I can tell you,” he joked, “that if 
we had to agree with the Amer- 
icans about the disengagement of 
forces, it would be easier” than 
with the Egyptians, Dayan also 
noted, in response to a question, 
that Israel is not asking for gua- 
rantees from the U.S. but “we ask 
for understanding.” 

Besides his diplomatic mission, 
Dayan also had a military migsion 
in Wi , pursued in a meet- 
ing Friday with Defence Secretary 
James Schlesinger. With Schlesin- 
ger, Dayan followed up Israeli re- 
quests for increased shipments of 
American weapons, including more 
F-4 Phantoms, A-4 Skyhawks, la- 
ser-guided bombs and Condor mis- 
5.165 which could attack Hgyptian 
Sam sites. 

But Dayan's main goal was to 
gain American backing for Israel's 
“principles” on the procedures for 
weparating troops. He evidently ob-

Commencing December 1973, restrictions on consumption of electricity for domestic 
and commercial purposes came into opera tion. Accordingly, many consumers have 
already been sent, attached to their electricity bills, notices οἵ their monthly or bi- 
monthly quotas. Recipients of such notices are urged to be meticulous in remaining , τ 
within the limits of the quota. Consumers who have not yet received notices of their 
quota are requested to bé sparing in their use of electricity and to limit their con- 

_ sumption as much as possible. 


The following explanations and guidelimes are presented here in order to assist consumers m 


saving electricity: 


a) Lighting and Electrical Appliances 


Switch off the lights in rooms not being used. 
Don’t use all the lights in the room and use flourescent lighting in preference to 
ordinary bulbs... 
Switch off the television set when no-one is watching. (Most T.V.s use 1 kilowatt-hour 
over a period of 5-6 hours). 
“Cut down as much as possible the period of use of domestic appliances 
such as toasters, grillers, irons, hair dryers, ete. 


b) Water 


Heating 


The thermostat of the water boiler should be reduced to 60°C. It is also advisable to 
have the state of the boiler and the efficiency of the heating element checked by 
a licensed electrician. A boiler in good working order should heat the water (in winter) 
in 5 hours and should use approximately 7.5 kilowatt-hours. If the boiler is located on 
an open balcony it is necessary to protect it against the elements, either by partition- 
ing it off or covering it in a manner so as to minimize the cooling: of the water. A boiler 
of 120 litres capacity, set at 60°C, supplies, with the addition of cold water, about 200 
litres at a temperature of 40°C. 


ce) Room Heating 


Reduce the level of the heater thermostat (radiator or εἰεὐβεα δὲ heater, etc.). The use 
of heaters with thermostats may save 25% or more in the consumption of electricity. 
If the heater does not have a thermostat, it is necessary to set it ata low temperature. 


d) Washing Machine 


Operate the washing machine with a full load of washing and save eas much as possible 
on the use of hot water. Don’t use the washing machine for drying. Drying takes a lot
